WABHINGTON, Feéb, 20-The House
witnrsed a gensatlonal scene this morn-
ing, when Mr. Cummings, of New York,
arofe and In o most vigorous manner de-
nounced an attempt to arrest him.

“This  morning,” sald he, standing nt
Kk seat, Immediately In front of the
Spenker's chale, "at 11 o'clock, while on
the floar of this House, T was approached
by un Assistint Sergeant-al-Arms and
informed that 1 was under wrrest,
1 refused o acknowledge the sorviee,
and told him and his bosses to try ar-
rent me at thele perll.

“1 hiwve been on the Noor of this House,
anid day after day In my committes
roome, three hours hefors the Sergoant-
nt-Arms has: been In this Capltol, and
have boen here four hours after hoe has
left. I denouvnes this atiempted arrest
on Washington's Birthday as unbridled
tyrenny,  (Republican applavuse.)

“In the name of the American people
I protest agninst holding a farcleal ses-
slon on this National hollday and In
honor of the memory of George Wash-
Ingtan. T now move that this House al-
Journ.™

A ronind of appiause greeted this state-
ment, but Mr. Dockery, who was in the
chalr, ruled that Mr., Cummings had
hoan  recopnized only to make a per-
gonal explanation, and Mr. Cummings
therenpon withdrew his motlon,

There was a gond deal of excitement
on the floor, and Mr. Reed tried to
reitew the motlon, but the Chalr de-
clared It was not In order as he had pre-
viously recognized Mr. Bland,

Meo Bland renewed hin endeavors to

MOEHLING A SUICIDE.

]

Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co.’s Old
Bookkeeper Shoots Himself.

His Dead Body Found on a Knoll
in Central Park.

He Had Few Frlenda and No Cause
for His Act In Known,

Charlen Moehling, for many years a
bookkeeper for the well-known banking
firm of Ladenburg, Thalmann & o, 48
Wall  streef, committed sulcide this
morning in Central Park by shooting
himself in the right temple with a re-
volver,

Park Polleeman John F. McKenna
shortly after 11 o'cloek found Moehling's
body on a knoll near Elghty-Arst street,
on the wost nlde,

An open letter Iny on the snow near
the body. It rend am follows;

My nama fn Chheles 15 Mosbling, and T occupy
A furnished room In the house of D'r. R, W, Mul-
ter, 121 East Tenth strest. 1 desira that my re-
mulne be taken to Undertaker Charlea Dlehl'sn
shop in Essex street

The Caroner was notified by Pollceman
MeKenna and the body removed to the
Morgue.

Dr. R, W. Muller told an "Evening
World"  reporter that Moehling had
roomad &t hia house for the last two and
n half years, and that during all that
time Moehling had not exchanged twenty
words with the other residenin in .(he
house,

He was the most reticent and retirirg

of men, Beyond “dood morning' or

“Good evening,'' he never notleed any

one.

Dr. Muller could give no definite rea-
son why Moehling should have killed
himself, ns he always seemed to have
plenty of money and kept the most regu-
wr hours unt!l about three weeks ago,
when he went In and out at other than
hin usun! hours.

r, Muller pald he thought Moehling
had possibly lost his  position, which
wonld account for his irregularity.

Dr. Muller sald he supposed Moehling
wns single. No friends ever called on
him,

From a card recelved at the houss it
wans known that Moehling was & mem-
ber of the Arlon Soclety.

Mre. Muller sald that Moehling left
his room rent every Monday moming

an his bureay, and until yesterday h= had

never spoken to her all the time he wns
In the houss,

Then he sald he would llke another
towel in his room.

He was ulwavs polite, and every

Christmas made the servants a hand-

some present,
Moehling waa so shy and retiring,
Mra, Miller sald, that she belleved he

was 5 woman-hater,

Mochling was a highly educated and

refined man about Afty years of age and
quite portly.

He had n taste for liternture, and was

a enntributor to lecal German papers
on banking and politieal subjects,

The only acquaintances he s belleved
to have had In New York were the
Laue Brothers, gun dealers, 76 Chambers

atreet.

STABBED HER, KILLED HIMSELF.

Jenlous Porter Martin Tries to Mor-

der His Wife,

TRENTON, N. J., Feh. 22.-—-Fzra Mar-
tin, a potter, thirty-five years oid, ut-
temypited to murder his wife, Clara, twen-
ty-¢lght yeurn old, ar 2 o'clock this
morning, and then gashed himaself In
the throat so severely thal he died soon
after. The coupie had been guarrelling
and Martin jumped out of bed, and,
selzlng a butcher knlife, stabbed hin wife
In the cheek, Martin then got his razor
and drew the keen edge acrosa his
throat, cutting It from ear to ear, He
died In an hour

When Mrs. Martin was stabbed ahe ran
into the street calling for help,

The Martins huave two children In
thie country and one England, The
child that I8 _in England is  nine
years of age. The two In this country
are meven and four years old respectively
When Martin stabbed his wife the seven-
vear-olil child ran into the street with
Mrs, Martin, whila the lttle one re-
malned indoors.

When & pollerman, accompanied by
Mre, Martin and the eldest child, en-
tered the kitchen they saw the little
one sitting on the floor regarding her
dyin father with ourlosity.  Martin
n-!mrttmi to Pollceman Fltzpatrick that
he had stabbed his wife and then cut
his own throat, He sald both acts were
premeditated. The cause of the [rng'u-fly
was Martin'e jenlousy of his wife, The
nelghbors when questioned clalimed to
have known no cause of this jealousy.
They iy the couple had nrrumh-d Foy-
eral times, but they HUF[‘HTHH the separn-
tlons were caused by Incompatabllity of
temper,

where it was found that her wound In
the cheek wans more serious than was at
first supposed. A high fever, superin-
dueed by the excltement which she had
undergone, had set in and she Is now In
n very dangerous condition.
